The Marina development 
is not a six month wonder 
that started supplying the 
city with revenue. 

The Maria started as an 
idea. This idea is now a fa- 
cility ‘that has received 
much praise. The people 
who stay there call it one 
of the best managed parks 
they have seen, It is clean, 
they say, and a joy to visit. 

These visitors camp, fish 
and relax. Revenue ‘from 
campers totaled over $6,000 
for the first six months of 
this year. 

It started when the City 
of Belle Glade bought land

The C. C. Port Commit- 
"tee, through wie years, has 
received help from num- 
erous inilividuals and agri- 
cultural interests in the 
Belle Glade area. 
Not as an evasion, but be- 


cause the list of donations 
is so great, Port Committee 
members asked that names 
not be used. 

Individual donations of 
equipment time run into 
the thousands of dollars. 
Time spent by individuals, 
even at 25c an hour, would 
run into thousands of dol- 
lars, 

Few tax dollars have been 
spent in comparison to the 
financial support which in. 
dividuals and agricultu 
interests have donated to 
the Marina project. 

‘The property was bought 
with tax dollars. The dock 
facilities were bullt with 
tax dollars from the Port 
Authority of Palm Beach 
County. This Port Auth- 
ority also budgeted $5,000 
for use in the Marina about 
10 years ago. The city match 
ed this amount with services 
rendered 

It was into this commer- 
cial port facility that the 
barges came a few years 
ago, transporting a com: 
plete sugar mill from Louis- 
iana to Belle. Gladé ^. 

However, commercia] use 


of the port facilities was 
not the main interest of the 
C. C. Port Committee — re- 
creation was. 

The trees and shrubs that 
planted in April of 
57 now shade - campers 
from throughout the nation 

The Committee some- 
times worked after hours 
and in devious means, In 
the minutes of a 1957 meet- 
ing the Committee discus- 
sed a plan they would like 
to submit to the city com- 
mission. At the end of the 
minutes a note was added 
"The Committee members 
with the exception of Mr. 
Schlechter and Mr. Copnell 
retired to the Bridge Cafe 
for coffee, at which time 
City Commissioner Wm 
Evans joined the party and 
was told of the plans to 
which he agreed.” 


The committee also fore 


saw, as was stated in min- 
utes from a March 1958 
meeting that “The poten- 
tial at the port is almost be- 
yond comprehension ‘and 
that when the site is fin- 
ished it could be further de- 
veloped into an income ac- 


tivity for the city.” 
The committee always 
had enthusiasm. In the fin. 


ancial* report of 1957 this 
note was included: "Total 
investment to date in di 


veloping one of the fine: 
marinàs in South Florida is 
$7,952.89." 

Now another $100,000 is 
expected to be used to de- 
velop the 30 acre island 
south of the present camp- 
ing grounds. Only $35,000 
cf this will come from the 
state, the other $65,000 will 
represent donated service. 
by Glades businesses and in- 
dividuals. 

The $35,000 of state funds 
is being used in the present 
development of the camp- 
ing site south of the pre- 
one. This will be re- 
pàid with allocation of 10 
percent. of the revenue ta. 
ken in by the city. The first 
payment has already been 
made from the revenue for 
the first three months of 
this year's operation. 

From this fund about $3,- 
000 has been spent while 
donatians to date total over 
three times that amount.

I reported these items to the 
fellers at the country store Sat- 
urday night and Ed Doolittle 
was of the opinion they probable 
left out one way people was 
working to git a living. He said 
he had saw a piece where they 
made a survey some place in 
ifornia that showed folks on 
relief in some cases spend about 
40 hours a week gitting their 
benefits. They was working ap- 
plying fér benefits, standing in 
lines, talking to welfare work- 


ers, filling out forms and going 
from one place to another fer 
free services of different kinds. 
Ed said this piece said in a heap 
of cases these folks was working 
harder not working than they 
would be working. 

Zeke Grubb reported he was 
glad to git this information and 
if the worst come to the worst 
he aimed to write the Labor De- 
partment and buy one of them 
wooxs. it was a mystery to him, 
allowed Zeke, that we got 38, 
000 ways of earning a living in 
this country and his brother-in- 
law couldn't find a single one 
of them. He said this feller had 
been disemployed now fer a 
year and was sleeping at his 
house pand eating his vittels 
about half the time. 

Clem Webster figgered them 
7,000 kinds of jobs that has dis- 
appeared was probable due to 
automation. He was of the opin- 
ion that this number will jump 
to 27,000 by the time the Labor 
Department gits around to com- 
piling the next dictionery. Clem 


told the fellers that from what 
he could hear, about the only 
things they wasn’t running with

A Family Problem 


Comparing a family budget to federal spending pol- 
icies sheds much light cn current economic conditions in 
the United States. A family that is living beyond its 
income and in debt up to its eyes should seek ways to 
cut its spending to the bone. The head of the family 
should work tg encourage economy by incentive mea- 
sures; the mother should contribute by trimming the 
family budget; luxury purchases should be frowned up- 
on. 

Government is simply.a collective family. There is 
one great difference. Government has the power to take 
mony from its citizens by taxation and inflation-produc- 
ing deficit spending. In this manner, it can survive liv- 
ing beyond its means for long periods. But, the ultimate 
end for a family or a government, if thrift is not en- 
couraged, is trouble. 

It is time to apply the brakes to free-wheeling spend- 
ing by government. It is also time for the individual 
family to curb its demands for gifts and toys from 
government. + 


Judges Are Human 


In the rewriting of the Florida Constitution many 
lawyers and judges are pressing to have the Missouri 
ystem of electing judges incorporated in the revision. 

Under this system, judges would be nominated by 
commissions und appointed by the governor. The people 
would have no voice in the selection of the judges but 
could yote them out of office. Every six years a judge 
would declare his intertion to run again and his name 
would appear on the ballot in the following manner: 
“Shall Justice or Judge be retained in 
office.” 

Naw this strikes us as bad, Another office is being 
removed from the people navirg a right to elect. This 
is a trend that has set in during recent years and our 
citizens must become aware that shortly you will find 
only a few elective offices still on the ballot. 

The argument that judges should not have to en- 
gage in partisan politics is rather thin. Admittedly, there 
are some problems facing judges who have to enter par- 
tisan politics every few years, but the fact™that the: 
do, makes them more conscious of the public and the 
people" they serve. 

We should never deny the right of a qualified candi- 
date to run for office, or the right of the people to pro- 
mote a qualified candidate should they offer themselves 
for public office. There are and always will be pro- 
blems electing the best persons to office under a parti- 
san political election, however, we are confident that 
the public will in time remove the incompetent and 
in the great majority of elections select the best man or 
woman.

What they do, speaks so loudly that ofttimes we miss 
sod points of what they say. Nor does the priesthood lack its own 
ard; for to him who is faithful, out of the Cross, even in this life, begins 
to be manifest the outline of the Crown. There is no resentment in a 
priest's life —the sort of resentment that Eve must have felt with the 
sour aftertaste of the fruit upon her tongue, when she saw the angels of 
God going about their Father's business in Paradise. 1 might add, our 
priests have no such platform for oratory, and no such theme for eloquence 
as Jesus of Nazareth, whose princes these gentlemen “of the priesthood 
are. History presents no other such heroic figure as Jesus Christ and 
twenty centuries have but beautified and endeared Him to all humanity, 
Our priests of our churches, in their Holy Sermons, weave wonderfully 
rich, spiritual soul mantles for us, with golden threads garnered from 
their superior education, knowledge and God's Grace. They fight the world, 
the flesh and the devil — truly a formidable combination: but the church, 
under their leadership, de progress — it is always aggressive — 
your presence here today is living proof. The banner of the Cross, the 
herald of the church . ays advancing. It has a crafty captain 
to oppose — lucifer. in satan no longer dares meet the great army 
in the open field. He resorts to dividing the forces of his enemies and 
setting them fighting each othe the kingdoms, principalities and 
powers change, retrograde and fall. The priest's kingdom is immortal 
eternal, knows neither retrogression nor ge but progress. 
think 1 can speak for all you men here today when I say, while we shall 
live, we will ever love and cherish our priests for their holiness, their 
humility, their gentleness, their loyal od and country and their 
sterling manhood. And so out of this mighty army of the church — its 
hierarchy and layman evolves the great surge of progréss — the brother- 
hood of man — the Catholic church. For ages, we Catholics have known 
our priests have represented the highest, noblest office known to humanity 
and created by Divinity. It is fitting, therefore, that these good men 
should be preferred at this breakfast board this morning and so we wel- 
come our clergy and honor the glorious Holy Name Banner, under, who 
they, and we, faithfully, prayerfully and hopefully march. Let us pray 
daily for our priests until the day at life's end when the curtain of separa- 
tion is drawn and their immortal souls leave their earthly bodies-to be 
borne heavenward on the wings of Angels to their eternal home—Paradise, 
and may the choicest of heavens favors attend them, they, who, under the 
Divine Auspices, have secured innumerable blessings for others 


There is no place in this speech for the talk of money other than to say 
we can take much worry from the shoulders of our priests by properly sup- 
Porting our churches. Suffice it to say that last year the American people spent 
nearly seven billion dollars for cigarettes alone, but contributed only three and 
three-quarter billions to all their churches. I might add, here, that the only 
thing you take to Heaven with you is the charity you have done during your 
lifetime— and support of your church certainly comes under the heading of 
charity. Remember what I have said during the coming Catholic Charities 
Drive. Saint Augustine said: “He, whose heart is full of love, always has 
something to give.” Also remember this: “I complained I had no shoes till I 
met the man who had no feet.” "I complained I had no wealth till I met the 
man who had no health.” We should stop fretting because we don't get what 
we want and thank God we don't get what we deserve. 


It is the history of the Catholic Church to greet the risen sun with praise 
and with prayer — your presence here this morning confirms this assertion. 
Only a short time has elapsed, since, we partook of the Bread in living 
remembrance of Him Who by cheerful example and loving precept forged the 
links and welded the chain of brotherly love and communion, predestined to 
bind together forever the children of men in one common bond of brother- 
hood. For either men will learn to be brothers or they may well destroy 
themselves before this century ends. 


It is often said a prophet is without honor in his own home town. I am 
certainly no prophet and I am surely not seeking honor, however, you have 
honored me today by asking me to address you and God has honored me by 
giving me the health and the courage to do so. I appreciate the opportunity 
and I beg of you to overlook my shortcomings. I do not parade before you, 
gentlemen, as any disciple of good living or model of virtue, nevertheless, 
I desire to bring to you a holy message, and, if I do nòt, you can be sure it will 
be an error in intellect and not of the heart. For I believe that in one way or 
the other everyone can make his voice heard, if he cares to try hard enough; 
and Icare. I care because I believe that God desires that every creature be 
a channel through which drifting souls may find their way back to Him. Our 
Lord summons each of us to help in the work of redemption — that is the 
reason | am making this speech this morning. And as words slip from my 
lips, I want my voice to move into your thoughts without disturbance during 
these next few minutes and I hope my words will fall on your minds, elongated 
and golden, like honey dripping from a jar. If you take half of what I say 
into the tabernacle of your solitary considerations, I'll be satisfied; no, I'll 
be more than satisfied. I'll take it as downright graciousness. I only ask 
that you ignore the speaker and concentrate your minds and hearts upon the 
One Whose birth, life, deeds and death this breakfast commemorates for we 
have the opportunity here, this morning, now — to relight the smoldering 
embers, of love of God, in our hearts, and fan them into fiercer, steadier flame. 
However, nothing we can say to The Lord, no calling Him by great or dear 
names, can take the place of the plain doing of His Will. We may cry out 
about the beauty of eating bread with Him, but it is wasted breath and a 
rootless hope, unless we plow and plant in His kingdom here and now. To 
remember Him at His table and to forget Him at ours, is to have invested in 
bad securities. There is no substitute for plain, everyday goodness. 


Inasmuch as this is a Holy Name breakfast, I am going to speak about 
That Holy Name, and to draw the comparison, I shall speak about some other 
names in the world’s history that, to us, do not seem too holy, but then, who 
are we to judge. 


Before I get into the subject of this address I want to say that I seriously 
doubt if many speakers realize their responsibility to society when they are 
called upon to address an audience. There is no power like that of oratory. 
Caesar controlled men by exciting their fears, Cicero by captivating their 
affections and swaying their passions. Words can shout, wink, cry, langh 
and coax. The spoken word, once uttered. can never be retracted and ita 

fluence for good or evil can be of tremendous import. To give you some 
examples — As I stand here this morning addressing you fine men, my 
mind is carried back in time and I can hear the tongue of a Hitler and a 
Mussolini lashing their peoples to frenzies of self-destruction; the tongue 
of a Churchill inspiring his air force to untold deeds of valor and his 
countrymen to unknown heights of patriotism during England's darkest 
hour. The tongue of a brown-robed Saint Francis extolling the virtues of 
mankind and chanting the wonders of all Creation; the tongue of a sixty- 
nine-year-old Pope Paul VI moving in wisdom and charity to the digni- 
taries of the world who beat a constant path to his door; and finally, the 
Tongue that spoke from a cross and changed the world forever. 


‘As all mankind use the media of words for expressing their thoughts, 
allow me to give you a brief resume of the use of words; for example: 


The story of the creation of the world is told in Genesis in 400 words. 
The torid’s greatest moral code, the Ten Commandments, contains only 


297 words. vss 


Lincoln's immortal Gettysburg address is but 266 words in length. 


And the Declaration of Independence required but 1321 words to set up 
for the world a new concept of freedom. 


Being cognizant of the importance of the aforementioned documents and 
the conservative use of words, I shall try not to waste words or your time 
this morning. 


Now, to turn to Him Who bears that Holy Name — the One Who còn- 
quered the world with suffering and rules it with love. The Otis Who. died 
for puny, murdering men, the One Whose death will never happen asin, for 
that death is valid for all time. It is valid, for because of That death, man 
does not have to live hopelessly, nor die helplessly. If man dies helplessly, it 
is because he either has not heard the news or does not believe the news. Yes, 
men must learn not to be thoroughly at ease with their indifference for 99 
percent of all doubts against religious faith are caused by ignorance — the 
more you know about God, the easier faith becomes. We can't love something 
we don't know, and that includes God and everything related to Him. We 
can't even keep the moral law if we don't know it. Perhaps, this is the reason 
there are fallen away Catholics and “lukewarm” or indifferent Catholics. 
They never took the trouble to know their faith and the church, so they can't 
love them either, much less live in them. I am sure this does not apply to you 
good men here this morning. (Men must believe and hope for hope keeps joy 
in the world when all else fails. When you have seen the death of hope, you 
have seen the death of a man and the birth of a slave. 


Revelation is progressive, and infinitely slow; so slow that even a child 
might follow it. But even then, man with his inborn capacity for error was 
rpetually wandering off, as he still continues to do, into bypaths of 
unbelief. It is a proof of the confidence of the Eternal in His revelation that 
He chose to make it through natural channels rather than by supernormal. He 
knew that men would come to the truth in time. He had endowed them with 
intelligence, the weapon which had helped them to establish their ascendency, 
and He was prepared to wait till, through proper exercise of that gift afforded 
them, they should at last grasp the secret. He knew His creatures; knew how 
they would err and stumbie. He knew there is no life free from temptation; 
there is no life free from crosses. Gentlemen, as we pass through the different 
stages of this purgatorial life on earth 1 wonder if we often, or ever, pause to 
think, in these restless lives of ours, of the silent influences that sway us 
imperceptibly, unconsciously, and make and keep within us the motive that 
impels us upward and onward toward higher, better, nobler, truer, braver pur- 
poses and actions! Whether we are conscious of it or not they are there — 
silent, potent, tireless. And they were put there by that Holy Name we are 
honoring today. We hold to this world by many tentacles and perhaps these 
are multiplied by Him in proportion to our weakness. For in spite of all our 
elaborate pretense, there is, unfortunately, little that interests us except our- 


selves, for deep down inside everyone is his own favorite person. 


The fulfillms of the revelation to man came in the person of Jesus 
Christ. In Him we find, at the loftiest and best, all the highest qualities of 
humanity, with none of the degrading elements of evil that are a part of the 
Personality of ordinary men. By coming on earth He showed to what a height 
of perfection human nature might be raised, He showed us the only thing in 
the world that we possess is our knowledge of truth and He also showed us that 
the only thing on earth that can determine itself is a human soul. 


He was born in an animal shelter —a s 
tures of His Own creation, in an obscure village, the Child of a young 
simple peasant Jewish maid — the spouse of a carpenter. His relations 
were inconspicuous, uninfluential and had neither training nor education. 
He grew up in another village where He worked in a carpenter shop until 
He was thirty; then for three years He was an itinerant preacher, but in 
truth The Messiah, teaching the gospel of love. He never visited a big city nor 
travelled two hundred miles from the place of His birth. He never held an 
office. In infancy He startled a King; in childhood He puzzled the learned 
doctors; in manhood He ruled the course of nature by walking upon the 
ves as if pavements and hushed the sea to sleep. He, Himself, had neither 
wealth or influence, but possessed dauntless courage, which faltered only 
once, in the Garden of Gethsemane, and then for only a moment when He 
cried “Abba, Father, all things are possible to You. Remove this cup from 
Me; yet not what I will, but what You will.” His only weakness was human 
sympathy amd, if He ever faltered agrin, it was on the side of mercy and 
pity. He never had a family or owned a house, He didn't go to college but all 
the schools put together cannot boast of having as many students. He never 
wrote a book, and yet all the libraries of the country could not hold the books 
that have been written about Him. He never wrote a song and yet He has 
furnished the theme for more songs than all the song-writers combined. He 
never practiced medicine but He went around healing the multitudes with- 
out medicine and making no charge for His services, and He has healed 
more broken hearts than all the doctors that ever lived. He did none of the 
things one usually associates with greatness—He had no credentials but 
Himself, yet every seventh day the wheels of commerce cease their turning 
and multitudes wend their to worshipping and to pay homage and 
respect to Him. The names of the past proud statesmen of Greece and Rome 
have come and gone; but the name of This Man abounds more and more. 
Time has spread 1900 years between the people of this generation and the 
scene of His crucifixion; at the time He was thirty-three years old and the 
tide of public opinion turned against Him because His teachings of 
righteousness were contrary to their ideas. He was betrayed by His own 
isciple. His friends ran away. He was turned over to His enemies and went 
rough the mockery of a trial. The thirty shekels for which Judas sold 
Him were worth $18.36, but, don’t forget, we have often sold Him for less. 

jt the instigation of the Jews, the Romans najled Him to a cross between 
wo thieves. While He was dying, His executidners gambled for His cloth- 
ing, the only property He had on earth. When He'was dead He was laid in 
a borrowed grave through pity of a friend, and rose on the third day from 
the dead, and ascended, as St. Luke has put on record, from the summit of 
the Mount of Olives, in a cloud into the infinite expanse of the Heavens. 
With this Resurrection He has left to us a legacy that we will never have to 
face tomorrow—alone. This God-Man, He Who died with a spear through a 
breast bruised with our sins, Whom we honor today, went through all this 
—This Man Whose soul was tempered by a large charity that proceeded 
from a Divine understanding and an Infinite power of compassion. Yes, He 
ill lives. Herod could not destroy Him and the grave could not hold Him. 
ineteen hundred years have come and gone and today He is the Central 
Figure of the human race and the Leader of mankind's progress. All the 
armies that ever marched, alf the navies that ever sailed, all the parliaments 
that ever sat, all the kings that ever reigned, put together, have not affected 
the life of man on this earth as much as That One Solitary Life. He stands 
forth, today, upon the highest pinnacle of heavenly glory, proclaimed by 
God, Acknowledged by Angels, adored by Saints and feared by devils as the 
Living Lord and Savior, Jesus Christ. Such, in brief, is the story of the most 
Remarkable Personality the world has ever known.

? An idle tradition? No myth or delusion ever bore such 
; no idle tradition was ever pregnant with such enduring realities. 
If the story were not true, or the claim a lie, it would long ago have been cast 
into the rubbish-heap, and have ceased to influence the lives of men. But, 
today, after the lapse of over nineteen hundred years, the influence of Christ 
and His teachings is infinitely greater than it was at the time of His cruel- 
fixion. I tell you, gentlemen, here and now, this was no myth or delusion, 
for today, when 1,000,000,000 (one billion) human beings on this earth are 
Christians—following the teachings of This Humble Christ-Man and going 
on their knees night and morning worshipping This “Babe of Bethlehem,” 
—I say this is God-Given faith. Keep in mind, also, the billions and 
billions and billions of human beings who have been His followers over the 
last 2000 years and who have long since gone to their Eternal Reward. 


He made no attempt to establish a kingdom by might. All He left to the 
world were a handful of simple doctrines; a little collection of parables; a few 
beatitudes, praising ‘meekness, compassion, purity, and the peaceful spirit, 
promising comfort to the mourner, and offering hope to those ambitious for 
the good and right; a simple but sacramental Love-Feast, and the priceless 
example of an immaculate life. Never before or since were such felicitously 
forceful and fitting words combined. I'll repeat again, He was poor; of lowly 
circumstances; no seeker after power, with no reputation in His lifetime that 
extended beyond the confines of a little corner of Palestine; but He has con- 
quered the world. Men, after hearing the history and life of this God-Man that 
Thave just given you, the next time you are tempted to sin, just consider what 
a “cad” and a “worm” you become in the sight of your fellow-man; for every- 
time you sin you make this world a worse place in which to live. 


Many Easter Sunday resurrections have interposed themselves between 
this day and that Sunday 1900 years ago, but I think of today as the birthday 
of our Holy Name Society. Every day is somebody's birthday. Nearly 200 
million Americana have a birthday every year and approximately 400 babies 
are born every hour. None of us had any choice about being born and no choice 
of place of birth, nationality, color or economie status. Born with us is the 
urge to live, est, drink, exercise, rest, breathe and grow. The birth of a baby 
is always a Source of happiness in every land and among all races. 


Looking on a new-born infant none of ys know what it will become in after 
years. Six or seven in every thousand become alcoholics. Thirty percent 
become problem children, handicapped or delinquent. This often results from 
being thwarted, abused, demoralized during formative years by parents who 
are not fit to be parents. Hence only a few attain outstanding success or fame. 
Every criminal was once an innocent babe. In 1809 Napoleon was the Hitler 
of Europe. But that yw the birth of Abraham Lincoln, Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, Tennyson, Mendelssohn, Gladstone and Cyrus McCormick. Yet no 
birth of anyone in history is observed so completely as a holy day and holiday 
as that of Jesus Christ and today, we bere, are honoring His Holy Name. 


Pastour of Pastis Si e iue E 
countryman, Napoleon, was one greatest killers. Thus, uman 
drama, the famous and the infamous are arrayed side by side. Germany, whose 
Roentgen gave us X-rays, also produced the hideous Hitler. From Italy came 


Marconi and wireless telegraphy but also Mussolini. America produced Edison, 
the Wright Brothers but also, Al Capone, Jesse James and bandits galore. 
Russia gave us Metchnikoff, zoologist, bacteriologist and Nobel Prize winner 
in 1915, Poland the pianist Paderewski, India, Mahatma Gandhi and so it goes, 
and yet each nation produced others whose names disgrace them. People's 
names are perpetuated in the names of flowers, trees, fruits, grains, medicines, 
lands and bodies of water. But no name in all history deserves or derives the 
undying devotion given to Jesus Christ the One Whose name we are honoring 
by oyr presence here this morning. His name is above every name. There is 
another name — lucifer — the devil, how cruel he is. He wrecks the life and 
laughs at the wreck. He ruins the soul and rejoices over the ruin. He breaks 
the heart and pours liquid fire into the wound. There is no grace in the devil 
program. There is no mercy in satan's plan. When I think of satan, I think 
of sin and if any of us here think we can sin with impunity, let us remember 
that sin never leads to benevolent results. The effect of sin is slavery. Sin la 
a curse and the most terrible of all curses, found in the book of Isaiah: “Make 
the heart of this people fat, make their ears heavy, and shut their eyes.” And 
speaking of sin, this is a good place in this address for me to give my toast to 
sin — stealing, swearing, lying and drinking: 


When you steal — steal away from bad company. 

When you swear — swear by all that's good and holy. 

When you lie — lie in the arms of the wife whom you love. 

And when you drink — "drink in" the beauty of God's 
wonderful world. 


Many of us make an eight-day clock of our religion; we wind it up on 
Sunday morning and pay no heed to it for the rest of the week, which reminds 
me that we are patient with the man sick of body, but impatient with the man 
sick in soul; many of us go around in religious semi-darkness — don't we? — 
with our own cataracts grown, by our own will, over our own eyes. 


Now getting back to names, forgetting the names of the good and the bad, 
how about all of us here this morning and our own names? We make a name 
for ourselves every day as dependable or tricky, big-hearted or tight-wad, close- 
mouthed or gossipy, clean-spoken or profane. Whatisthy name? What mean- 
ing art thou putting into it? Is thy name jeered or feared; or is it cheered and 
endeared? Do some shrug their shoulders at mention of thy name? Do some 
frown? There's a reason! Do others smile and thrill? There's a reason! And 
you and I are each day adding or subtracting from the meaning in our names. 
No name is meaningless! What meaning are you putting into your name? Are 
you trying to emulate the God-Man Whose Name we are honoring here today 
— think you are — your presence here thís morning would indicate so. 


As we eat this earthly bread here at table this morning, remember bread 
ís not merely food in general, but all things that man requires for a healthy, 
happy, frse and harmonious life. But in order to obtain these things, you have 
to recognize God and God alone as the Source. Don't ever think for a moment 
tha* your supply comes from an employer, or from a business, or from some 
certain investment. These are merely channels — God is the Source. Channels 
fail or change — The Source, never! 


Gentlemen, | have come to the conclusion that men are no better than 
their convictions, no happier than their assurances, and no more secure than ín 
their faith. We must determine whether we are to live as negative saints or 
as positive chri: conquerors. For a man to have peace, he must sign an 
armistice of repentahce and accept the terms of God which are unconditional 
surrender from sin. For the more a man is ashamed of, the more respectable 
he is. And what made taints? Why were they saints? Because they were 
cheerful when it was difficult to bz eliéerful, and patient when it was difficult to 
be patient; and because they pushed on when they wanted to stand still and 
kept silent when they wanted to talk and were agreeable when they wanted to 
be disagreeable. That was all. It was quite simple and always will be. 


You have three days in your span of life — a yesterday — a today — and 
a tomorrow. Your yesterday is gone — gone forever: You cannot retrieve a 
single mistake nor erase a single deed. Your only hope is God's forgiveness; 
your today is here now. You are accountable for it and must live in it, but it 
will be gone very quickly. In the face of its exacting demands, you have but 
one hope — God's Grace. Your tomorrow is on the way. It too, is beyond our 
control. Tomorrow's sun will rise either in splendor or behind a mask of clouds 
— but it will rise, No human effort rendered apart from God will be sufficient 
for it. Tomorrow may bring disease with death succeeding. Catastrophes 
with crushing consequences may come. Humanity in general will continue to 
pass through cycles of rise, decline and decay. What does it all mean? Let 
your answer be His Holy Name etched across your heart. Yes, tomorrow will 
bring laughter and tears. Everyone has tears — kings and queens, statesmen 
and bankers, admirals and presidents. The wealthy, the strong, the prominent 
— all have tears. Sorrow is universal. The chemist would say that tears are 
a combination of sodium chloride, phosphate of lime, mucus and water. The 
preacher would say that tears are the bleeding of a broken heart. The police 
officer would say that tears are a sign of weakness. Aside from the Sacred 
Host we take on our tongues, Christ left only two things on earth that were 
a part of Himself—His blood and His tears. Heaven held it's breath as He 
staggered to His crucifixion atop Calvary's mount, yet here is where He 
passed to mankind the Keys to Heaven with His arms reaching to Heaven 
pleading for us while His Dripping Blood anointed the earth. It was here 
that God, the Father of the clouds, God who clothes the valleys with corn 
and feeds the young ravens when they ery, left His Son thirst in His 
nakedness on the cross under the sky, and, not answering His cry, allowed 
Him tò die as the Roman spear whistled thru the air and thrust its ruth- 
less way thru that Divine and Precious Breast. No wonder the Heavens 
went black and the sun withdrew its light and the earth reeled in its steady 
course, at an astonishment that Love so sweet, so vast, should meet a doom 
so fearful. No wonder that all the people came together to that sight, be- 
holding the things that were done . . . beholding Love Incarnate rejected, 
crucified, tortured . . . beholding the way in which men treat the Em- 
bodied Perfection of Virtue, and, then and there smote their breasts and 
returned in sorrow. No wonder the rocks rent . . . the rocks less hard than 
men's hearts that day .. . as though shattered that so great a Love could 
find so ungrateful a retorn. Earth has no darker sin, history no blacker 
page; humanity no fouler spot than that of the Saviour's crucifixion and 
yet, here atop Calvary, satan's armour was removed . . . our condemnation 
was lifted . . . the death of sin was made certain . . . the doors of Heaven 
were opened . . . the Fountain of Salvation was unsealed . `>. the world was 
stripped of its charms . . . the shadows of death were dispelled and the 
darkness of Eternity was forever irradicated. His death, on that Good 
Friday 1900 years ago, when the stormy air passed like an absolution, was 
the fitting crown to the great life that stands alone in all history. Time has 
made His life a connoisseur's item. His tears, with their kindly lotion, 
revealed that His heart was touched with the feeling of our infirmities and 
that He is glad to bear our griefs and carry our sorrows. His blood bears 
testimony to His great desire to cleanse us from iniquity and sin: Many of 
the world's tears come most often because of the tragedy of lives in which 
there is no Christ. However, aside from tears and laughter, there remains 
but two alternatives as we wait for the future. They are either hope or fear. 
‘A hope is the anticipating of something better. A fear is the frightful wait 
ing for something worse — it is up to you to so live your lives that you are 
able to make the happy choice.

We are here as the 
little children of whom You spoke, looking to You as our Father, and as all 
good fathers would do, please take the hands of Your children and lead us to 
the gates of paradise, there to remain with You for all eternity. In Your Holy 
Name we ask it. Amen.

58,500 Membership Expected 


Palm Beach County 
schcols reopen Monday, Au- 
gust 29 for the 1966-67 
school year, and are expect- 
ed to have a peak student 
membership of 2,100 in ex- 
cess of the 1966-66 school 
year. This years member- 
ship is expected to be about 
58,500. Growth of the school 
system, and inflation in 
the nation, are adding costs 
to operation of the school 
system. 

There will be six new 
schools opening on Aug. 29 
or within a few weeks, and 
three more wil] open later 
in the school year, to bring 
the total of schools (Grades 
1-12) in the county system 
to 91 plus one junior col- 
lege. Cost of the nine new 
schools, including furnish- 
ing, equipping, landscaping 
and other site improvement 
exceeds $10 million. 

The system's expansion 
requires the addition of 6 
school buses this year, 
bringing the size of the bus 
fleet to 157. 

As the number of schools 

ease, and an increasing 
number of schools grow 
older, the cost of mainten- 
ance rises. Electronic equip- 
ment in the schools, and the 
increasing number of air- 
g units, require 
the hiring of specialists in

Last year, the Palm 
Beach County school sy- 
stem's instructional staff 
was composed of 259 ad. 
ministrators and 2,498 class 
room teachers. This year's 
budget provides for the em- 
ployment of 130 additional 
classroom teachers. 

The average salary in 
Palm Beach County for a 
CLASSROOM teacher — as 
opposed to directors, super- 
visors, coordinators ,etc. — 
is $6,900 a year (Most prin- 
cipals receive in excess of 
$10,000 a year). The base 
pay for classroom teachers 
is $5,000 with annual incre- 
ments. Those who are paid 
$5,000 per year are first 
year teachers with a Bach- 
lor's degree. 

MINIMUM FOUNDATION 
MONEY DECLINES 

Therefore, county 
offi 
additional teachers receiv- 
ed merely the beginners 
salary of $5,000 a year, the 
instructional payroll this 
year would be increased by 
$650,000. However, many 
of the teachers will be start 
ing their duties at a higher 
level than first year, and 
this year's budget antici- 
pates an additional expense 
of about $750,000 a year for 


depart- 


classroom teachers alone. 
Since approximately two- 
thirds of a teacher's sal- 
ary is paid with revenues 
from the Palm Beach Coun- 
ty millage tax, and only 
about one-third comes from 
the State's Minimum Foun- 
dation Fund, it will be seen 


that additional teachers a~“ 


lone this year will require 
an increase of approximate- 
ly $432,00% from “he coun- 
ty millage tax 

A spokesmuh fer the coun 
ty school board ‘said, "It 
will come as a surprise to 
many to know that this year 
we shall receive less money 
from the State's Minimum 
Foundation Fund to pay 
teachers, than we received 
last year, even though our 
county school system has 
grown larger and we need 
130 more classroom teach- 
ers.” 

The reason for the drop 
in State aid is due to the 
way the Minimum Founda- 
tion Fund is computed Un- 
der the present formula, 
Palm Beach County is 
claimed to have increased 
its share of the State's over 
all wealth during the past 
12 months, and therefore 
must supply more local 
funds.
